OHlclally the British Bovemment etlll 
recognizes red China. But a truer Index ot 
British-Chinese relations Is the action ot 
Brltaln'a business Intercsta In abundonlnK 
their huge Investments In communist -held 
■ mafntand areas. 

Bythta move British corporations are toss- 
ing to the winds a sum variously estlmnted at 
from 5850.000,000 to $1,400,000,000, which la 
represented by factories, docks, warehouses, 
shipyards, hotels and other establishments. 

They aro giving up because under Mao Tss 
Tiing'n tv Td regime they have been hounded

by lines, special taxes, and the nSSesslty-

ploycs even though their bualness has been at 
- a virtual standstill Tor long months. 

Whereas these firms once used 10,000 Brit- 
ishers,' the total la down to 120. and these 
now wish to got out. In ahort, Brltlah bualness 
managers merely wish to recognise a fact. 
Their business has been substantially killed 
and they have boon subjected to- Intolerable 
burdens and Interference. There Js no sane 
reason to hang on. 

To a proud trading nation, a country fabled 
lor Its overseas enterprise, decisions ol this 
kind arc extremely hard. Already Brltaln'a 
trading empire has ehninfc almost beyond the 
worst imaglnlnga ol a decade ago. Now It la 
formally accepting another shrinking of Its 
effective economic orbit. 

Since the reda' hftrrossment of British bual- 
' new in China has heen deliberate. It must 
naturally be concluded this is the result Mao_ 
seeks. He Is gettlnR rid ot British trade in- 
fluence In hla territory. 

We'shall see hereafter what advantage thla 
brings to the Chinese. On the basis ol per- 
.formance to date, we may bo forgiven for 
doubting the Balna. To put Brltaln'i sUable 
•nterprlsea Into red Chinese hands will be 
pretty much like turning over the manage- 
ment of General Motors' central office to the 
overnight clean-up squad. 

It Is a curious paradox that despite these 
imcomfortable realities British policy itlll 
calls for recognition of Mao. 

Theoretically there may be sound inter- 
national law In support of accepting a regime 
. Whleh haa full control of the area It rules. 
But In practice British recognition has been 
t tlaaco. The British diplomatic representa- 
tive at Peking liaa bee^ steadily snubbed since 
his arrival more than two years ago. 

Obviously the poUcy has no advantage and 
has regenerated Into an empty formula. Win- 
ston Churchill's goTemmept might be moved 

to-c an ee l ' ^i fl . o ut ff r ei 'e H M i fo -La t x ^g a i'ti i 

and other opposition. The opponents seem to 
argue that any geature of conciliation toward 
China is a hopeful thing, even it It produces 
nothing. 

Perhaps -lt-can.bc-sald-mastaccur&tely_that_ 

Britain recognizes China but China does not 
recognize the British. How long this one- 
sided display of International good Inten- 
tions can aepalbly continue la hard to guess. 
But the precipitate wlthdravral ot British 
business is the tip-oft on the way things 
really are. 



RIDICULOUS SPOT 
Irving S. Olds, retiring board chairman ot 
V. B. Steel corporation, told his stockholders 
that "the-ateel companies have never aaked 
that steel prices be increased 112 a ton." 

Other BteercompaairMecutlTea-and public- 
relations spokesmen for the steel companies 
have also gone out ot their yiay to Insist that 
Washington statements on a |12-a-ton price 
Increase to meet wage raises were without 
foundation. And technically they are correct. 

This $12-a-ton figure did not, however, 
appear out of nowhere. On March 21 the 
Washington headquarters for the steel. com- 
panies put out a statement that the recom- 
mended wage rate Increases "would cost the 
companies about Jl billion a year, which Is 
about S12 per ton ot steel products shipped 
by the companies." 

On the other hand, alter President Tru- 
man -blasted Ben. Homer Capehart's prlce- 
ralslng amendment, the government put It- 
self In a ridiculous position by trying to force 
the steel companlea to accept a ii- or $4-a- 
ton price Increaao under the Capehort 
amendment, to meet govtrnment-recom- 
' minded wage raliea.
